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UNITED  STATES  SUGAP  BEET  AND  SUGAR  PRODUCTION  -  REVISED 

Production  of  sugar  from  the  195k  crops  of  sugar  beets  and  sugar  cane  is  estimated 
at  2,653,000  tens,  raw  value,  compared  with  2,Ul* *6,000  tons  in  1953  and  1,9U8,000 
tons  average.  The  195  k  production  consisted  of  2,Ok3jOCO  tons  produced  from  sugar 
beets--and  610,000  tons  from  cane. 

Sugar  beet  growers  produced  lk, 091, 000  tons  of  sugar  beets  in  19 5b  compared  with 
12, 081;, G00  tons  in  1953.  Beets  were  harvested  from  875,500  acres  in  l?5k  and 
7U5,1Q0  acres  in  1?53.  The  average  jnield  per  acre  of  16.1  tons  for  1 95b  was  only 
0.1  ton  less  than  the  record  yield  of  16,2  tons  for  1953. 

The  value  of  the  195k  crop  of  sugar  beets  and  sugar  cane  to  growers,  excluding  Gov¬ 
ernment  payments  under  the  Sugar  Act, amounted  to  208  million  dollars  compared  to 
196  million  dollars  in  1953.  Sugar  beet  production  in  195k  was  valued  at  156  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  and  sugar  cane  for  sugar  and  seed  at  52  million  dollars.
